Our graduation from college means the severing of certain ties, an uprooting and a new 
adjustment. It leaves each of us with a lost feeling. Perhaps Elisha, too, felt that way when he 
learned that he was to be taken from his beloved teacher, Elijah. What the two discussed as 
they tramped the last few dusty miles together is not recorded, but during the closing exer¬ 
cises Elisha was permitted to make one request. His request was not for recognition so that 
he might become popular, nor for a list of reference books which he might consult after his 
master had gone, nor for a degree to mark his accomplishments. It was a much more im¬ 
portant — indeed, a very singular one: it was a petition for power. 

We sense a certain amount of trembling in Elisha as he anticipated his return to a rest¬ 
less and way word people. But when his request was granted, he returned in holy boldness 
and became an instrument through which the h ungry were filled, the dead were raised to life, 
lepers were cleansed, and other great wonders were performed. 

Now we, the graduates of 1958, bid farewell to those in “the college of the prophets”. We 
go forth to continue serving Him! You have taught us truth. It is now to be tested in the cru¬ 
cible of experience. In spite of the abundance we have received, the greatness of the task be¬ 
fore us brings on a deep sense of insufficiency. We need to ask for the “hard thing”, which on¬ 
ly God can give — the Spirit of Power. 

When lecturing to his students, Spurgeon used to say, “Unless we have the Spirit of the 
prophets resting upon us, the mantle which we wear is nothing but a rough garment to deceive.” 

We do not expect to be popular with the world. We realize the temptation of being dis¬ 
loyal, and of adapting our message to the unstable majorities, as well as that of falling into 
the snare of being merely cultured and well-meaning people. But we have been bought with 
a price; and we dare not become the servants of men.

The work of the Foreign Missions 
Committee is intended to promote 
and maintain an interest amongst 
students in the College in missionary 
work done by the M. B. Church. 

Most of the work done by the Com¬ 
mittee concerns itself with the weekly 
missionary prayer meetings con¬ 
ducted each Monday afternoon from 
3 to 4 o’clock. The students were 
given an opportunity to identify 
themselves with one of the seven 
prayer groups at the beginning of 
the year. Leaders from these groups 
then^ssembled to draw up a general 
format liTorder-to pursue a more or 
less uniform programme. This in¬ 
cluded general singing, study of mis¬ 
sion materials, and prayer. During 
the first four months the groups stu¬ 
died the I.V.C.F. publication “The 
Unchanging Commission” by David 
H. Adeney, and for the rest of the 
year, the groups alternated their stu¬ 
dies between biographies of mission¬ 
aries and the book “Prayer” by Hal- 
lesby. Immediately preceding the 
prayer session of each meeting, a 
member of the group presented a sec¬ 
tion of the respective field and an¬ 
other member led in a short devo¬ 
tional.

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In order to make such a programme 
possible, the students must acquaint 
themselves with the fields in ques¬ 
tion, as well as keep abreast with 
current events in the “mission world’’. 
This necessitates a constant flow of 
mission literature into the College. 
Apart from the literature provided 
free of charge by various mission 
societies, the Committee spends a 
considerable amount each year to pro¬ 
vide information for the students. 

The Committee also had a share in 
preparing for the Annual Missionary 
Conference held from February 20th 
to 23rd. It made itself responsible for 
the Youth Night on Saturday and for 
the Children’s Meetings conducted 
simultaneously with the meetings in 
the College auditorium. At the first 
meeting, a panel discussed the lop¬ 
sided emphasis which often exists 
in the minds of Christians regarding 
Home and Foreign Missions, followed 
by a missionary challenge by Rev. 
Willie Baerg. 

Further expression was provided 
for the students at the Friday Night 
Student Programs. The Committee 
was in charge of two such meetings. 
For the first meeting, Mr. C. A. 
DeFehr was invited to give an il¬ 
lustrated report of his trip to the M.B. 
mission fields; for the second, the stu¬ 
dents presented the play “David Liv¬ 
ingstone’’. Both were well received. 

As in former years the students 
were again given an opportunity to 
share financially in a mission project. 
The offering this year went towards 
repair work on the chapel for mis¬ 
sionary children on the Kajiji field in 
Africa.

The Student Council at M.B.B.C. is entrusted by the Student Organization and the faculty 
with the task of regulating student campus activities. That this responsibility is not taken lightly 
is evident from the objective laid down in the newly-revised constitution of our Organization. 

“The Student Organization of the Mennonite Brethren Bible College shall seek to honor 
Christ by promoting the spiritual and physical welfare of the students in co-operation with 
the administration, and in harmony with the principles and ideals of this college. This it shall 
do by co-ordinating and harmonizing campus activities; by encouraging and leading positive, 
purposeful student programs; by upholding and promoting the fundamental Christian stan¬ 
dards and teachings of the Word of God; and generally by contributing in whatever ways pos¬ 
sible to the well-being of M.B.B.C.—and by assisting in accelerating her development.” 

The council consists of the Executive Committee and the chairman of each of the various 
committees whose activities are described elsewhere in the Rainbow. 

Several changes have been made in the Council work this year. The Friday Student Night 
services now include the Literary programs previously held on Thursday afternoons. These now 
alternate with the regular Student Night programs and have a decidedly Christian flavor.

This organization consists of student groups from American Evangelical Bible Institutes 
and Liberal Arts Colleges. Many helpful suggestions for improving the effectiveness of stu¬ 
dent government in our college were gleaned from the discussion groups. 

It is with great satisfaction that the council this year has worked in harmony, not only 
with fellow students, but also with the administration. It has been a pleasure to serve in this 
capacity. To those of you who will follow us “we throw the torch” that has been carried so 
nobly by others before us. To you we call, “Be yours to hold it high.”

Art can have many meanings, narrow and broad. Of these, I would like to 
refer to its wider sense as “the application of skill to subjects of taste, as poetry, 
music, etc.” (Oxford Dictionary.) 

It must be said at the outset that “l’art pour Tart”, that is, art which exists 
for its own sake, cannot fit into a Christian scheme of things. If a standard such 
as beauty is set up as the end and goal of art, that art cannot attain to a 
Christian purpose. 

The greatest of the arts, music, serves well to illustrate how an art can be 
► Christian in character. Bach declared: “The aim and final reason of all music 
should be nothing else but the glory of God and the refreshment of the spirit.” 
His invocation at the start of a work was “Jesus, help me”, and at its close he 
wrote: “To God alone be the praise.” 

Bach was perhaps the last great Christian composer, but music has con¬ 
tinued to serve in the ministry of the Gospel through men like Sankey, Beverley 
Shea and innumerable others. 

The world of literature is represented by men like Bunyan, Milton, and 
George Herbert. Pilgrim’s Progress demonstrates the universal appeal of a well- 
treated Christian theme. Paradise Lost proves that Biblical history is at least 
as good a model as Greek antiquity. In Herbert’s poetry, as in some of the 
German Romantics, we see the successful lyrical expression of Christian ideals. 

To these outstanding examples we must again add the host of writers who 
have left to us the many inspiring hymns and devotional poems which have 
become our heritage. 

Christian art has been possible in the past and is so now. But too many 
people seem to think that art consists of odd curiosities found in musty an¬ 
thologies or dusty art galleries. 

Art is the' natural expression of a people, a tradition or an age. The true 
artist will reflect the spirit of his people, tradition or age. It is hoped that our 
Mennonite heritage will not be represented by Koop en Buhr alone.

Had this question been asked in the sixteenth century, the answer would 
probably have been, “A follower of Menno Simons,” or “One who believes and 
lives as Menno Simons taught.” Were the same question asked today, the an¬ 
swer would be quite different. Today, the name “Mennonite” includes a large 
number of people who are not Mennonites by the standard of the sixteenth 
century. There are many people who come from Mennonite homes but who are 
definitely not followers of Menno Simons, some of these are even serving a 
sentence in prison for crimes of one form or another. Certainly this is far re¬ 
moved from the teaching of our forefathers, and yet, these also carry the appel¬ 
lation of Mennonite. These people, who are not really Mennonites, have to a 
large extent lowered the reputation of the Mennonites. 

On the other hand, there are many followers of Menno Simons in our 
country who would like to become Mennonites. However, because of a belief 
that Mennonites are an ethnic group and should be maintained as such, they 
are refused fellowship and admittance. Churches are built for them, but they 
must remain removed from the main body of Mennonites. Language has been 
an effective tool in building up a barrier between the so-called ethnic group 
and those seeking admittance into our fellowship. It seems that language is 
valued more than fellowship with other Christians. There is also the danger 
that an inferiority complex develop among our converts who desire to become 
Mennonites but are not accepted as such. 

True, there are Mennonites who are not of the ethnic group. These are 
the Mennonites in foreign countries. They belong to a Mennonite church and 
are called brethren, but then, they are so far removed that they do not in¬ 
fluence the Mennonites here and thus are accepted as such. However, if their en¬ 
vironment were in close proximity to ours, would they then be accepted as 
brethren? 

Therefore, a re-evaluation of the concept of “Mennonite” is necessary. If 
we maintain the ethnic group idea, our view of home missions will be re¬ 
stricted and our outreach to the lost will be limited. On the other hand, if we 
recognize our purpose as Christians, we will be effective in the building of 
God’s kingdom.

It was a beautiful tropical night, the moon had worked its way into the 
sky replacing the burning sun and the cool breeze felt almost cold as it lapped 
up the perspiration from a day of travel. The evenings in India always pose as a 
new experience. After the seemingly never-ending heat they appear as a sur¬ 
prising but refreshing acquaintance. 

As usual while on tour, the petrowax had been lit just as the last rays of 
the sun promptly disappeared at 6:30. Moments later it was dark, and the lamp, 
bright though it was, had considerable difficulty in pushing back the first wave 
of darkness as it crept into every corner, slowing the bustle of camp as if by 
a miracle. 

Supper had been eaten and we were prepared for the evening’s ministry 
in the village. But the usual chatter and light talk was missing to-day. A sober 
almost fearful air surrounded the camp. It was a new village, consequently 
there would be no Christians. Yet this should not have caused our apprehension, 
it was something completely unanticipated. Tonight in this little town in South 
India “The Great God” of Love and Anger would be worshipped side by side 
with one of the most disreputable gods in the Hindu religion. It was the festival 
of Siva the god of destruction, one of the members of their trinity. How could 
we expect to see the people come and listen to a stranger with a strange story 
while a great event in their religion was going on. 

Petrowax in hand we arrived at the village square eight strong, five natives, 
my parents and myself. We found it situated on the edge of a river whose water 
had ceased to flow, its white sand reflecting the moon like a long silver ribbon. 
But the beauty at the scene soon disappeared as we realized that there in front 
of us stood the object of our fears. The temple was an unusually large one for 
a village so small, but the design was plain enough. It was a square structure 
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I showing badly the need for repair. In front were three archways leading into 
I three separate rooms. In the first was Bhrama the creator, then Vishnu the 
preserver and lastly Siva—the destroyer. 

It was this god that they had come to worship, and their rites would be in 
accordance to his nature. Their dances would reek with vulgarity and their 
songs would be saturated with destruction. 

It was 8:00 and pooja was not destined to start until 9:30. After making 
the necessary preparation we started to sing, hymn after hymn. Slowly they 
arrived finishing their aeroy or brushing their teeth as they came. 

They came in great numbers and at our bidding sat down. Some of them 
I thought we were starting the pooja—the more intelligent knew better but 
I agreed to stay at least until pooja started. By the time the first speaker got up 
I half an hour had passed, but four or five hundred villagers sat huddled around us. 

All went well until 9:30, but 9:30 had not long passed when it started. 
The first lamp was lit, then the drums started, first one, then many, rising in 
! momentum until the pipes cut in. The din was awe-inspiring but deafening. 
[■ Undaunted the preacher spoke on, shouting to make himself heard. No one 
moved, not one person so much as looked around. Here were four or five 
hundred heathen being called to do their duty or reaD the result and no one 
! moved. The noise built up to a terrific crescendo and then died instantaneously. 
Then the bell started to ring, that holy command—that no Hindu dare disobey. 
But still they stayed. After the bell came the ear trumpet calling the people. 
Soon the calling turned to curses; they cursed us, they cursed the people and 
they cursed our God. For all the world it reminded me of an angry woman 
screaming at a child who has made up its mind not to hear. Of all the group 
only one small boy left, hugging his pet lamb in his arms. 

It was a blessed night. Four hours and many hoarse throats later found us 
back in camp praising God for His love and mercy towards us. That He had 
undoubtedly overpowered Satan became quite evident to us when one year 
later a delegation from that village came bearing the names of 175 people who 
k wished baptism. 

That night no one slept until the early hours of the morning. Far off in 
the distance we could hear the frenzied beat of drums and the pitiful cries of 
those lost souls that Satan had used for his pleasure. They had danced until 
they dropped, their bodies wasted and their souls starved.
